CARS AT 'THE GRAND CENTRAL STA- 
TION. 
There are three little out-of-the-way 


rooms in the Grand Central Station, New 
Vork, so filled with miscellaneous personal 
property as to make them bear a close re- 
semblance to the frequent paw n-shops on 
tlie Bowery. They are the rooms in which 
are kept the articles found in the incoming 
trains after the passengers have departed. 
The number of trains scheduled to rbn 
daily into this station over the New York 
Central, the Harlem and the Sfew York 
and New Haven roads is 106. "his makes 
over 500 cars in a day to be searched, and 
the results are surprising, and indicate an 
alarming prevalence of absent-mindedness 
on the part of the American traveling pub- 
lic. 
As soon as the passer gers have 


streamed out of the station and been lost 
to sight, swallowed up in .he human 
maelstrom of the great city, a squad of 
employes go through the train ookiug for 
lost articles. What they flnd i i taken to 
the proper officials, who enter on a big 
ledger a description of the lost property 
and the train on which it was found. 
Should the owner turn up will in a week 
it is given him and his name is entered 
in the book opposite the descrlftion of the 
article. If not called for in a week it goes 
to the cast-off room.

on hand,"said the clerk in chtrge of the 
Iost-propert3r-room of the New York, I^ew 
Haven and Hartford road to a Tribune re- 
porter. ."We never sell the property at 
auction, but it lies here and rot&—what can 
rot.

Passengers cock their knees up 


against the backs of. the seats in front of 
them and the small coins slip o at of their 
trousers pockets easily. We have found 
sums ranging from one cent to $80, which 
haVe never Been claimed and still want 
owners. Once a sei/chcr pitted up in a 
Pullman sleeper, a cHeck for $i ,000. This 
of course, however, we were able to iden- 
tify and return to Its owner." 


In the curious assortment of unclaimed 


merchandise to be found in these lost- 
property-rooms', the reporter »aw flannel 
shirts, a basket of peaches, a package of 
fans, various articles of feminine use and 
adornment, including earrings bracelets, 
rings, watch chains, etc., hat& of all de- 
scriptions, walking canes, overcoats, linen 
dusters, a photograph, neckties, paper col- 
lars, pocket-books, etc. The peaches are 
only kept till they decay. Scores of hand- 
some silk1 umbrellas were dropping into 
tatters from the ravages of the moths, and 
there were rubber shoes enough to stock 
a country store.
